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ABSTRACT . 

The fifth of 10 volumes of a basic course in Persian 
is presented that is designed for use in tie Defense Language 
Institute's intensive programs for native Eualish speakers. The 
central feature of the daily lesson is the structured dialogue, which 
systematically incorporates a number cf gramma -.leal features. Graanar 
is not explained through conrventicnal ejtplanaticns or discussions* A 
series of perception drill patterns are used prior to the 
introduction of the dailf dialcaue, which is folloned by a 
translation in idiomatic Inglish. The grammar analyr-is section 
contains a suama'ry of the various functions and usag^ of a given 
item, and grammar drills utilize the new structural pa'terns as well 
as new vocabulary and review vocabulary. In the reading and question* 
section, assimilated lexical items ar€ used in the narrative to 
provide a situational application of the material. This vo'.ume 
attempts to present common situations and the ncrmal node cf speech 
appropriate to each situaticn in the dialogues. The reading . ection 
and dialogues are designed to prepare the student for understunding 
newspapers and radio/televisor.
